After three years of attempting to bring a Communi¬ 
ty Development Department to the muncipality, Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba today told The Adver¬ 
tiser/News that he has appointed Deborah S. Danchos 
as town planner and head of the CD Department effec¬ 
tive April 11 th. 

Has Vast Experience 

Ms. Danchos is currently the principal planner or 
the Montachusett Regional Planning Commission 
Fitchburg and, according to Caba, has a wealth or 
"knowledge, expertise, and experience in all facets t 
municipal planning, including grants writing," wh 1 
will be an important part of her new post in Agawnn 

Ms. Danchos will receive an annual salarv of 
$24,712. In order for the department to continue 'he 
council must again okay its funding in upcon mg 
deliberations,for the 1983-84 municipal budget 

Included in its budget is a full-time secretar. 

If the council fails to fund the department again fun 
ding for it will officially expire on July 1 when the nr-* 
fiscal year begins. 

The CD Department, funded at $35,000, has been 
the focal point of a three-year controversy between 
several members of the council and the administration 

The council has appropriated funds for the CD 
Department in each of the last two fiscal years but 
finally gave establishment of the department the green 
light this past January after it was detern.ined that only 
a majority vote of the council was necessary to create 
the new department. 

Soonafter, a search committee was appointed by 
Caba with DPW Superintendent John P. Stone as its 
chairman. Others members of the committee included 
Robert Vanderhoof, representing the Agawam

Farmland Resolve School Committee 
Passedp Support For Passes $18,458 For 

Athletic Budget 


Walnut St. Ext. Project 


Route 57 Affirmed

The School Committee Tuesday night continued 
reviewing its proposed $8.7 million budget, with the 
largest single appropriation that session ($78,458) 
granted to athletics. 

Unanimous tentative approval of that figure was 
granted after board members cut $18,366 designated 
for team transportation from the account. In keeping 
with practice followed in the wake of Proposition 216, 
the board has disallowed any department funding for 
transportation for sports teams, band activities, or 
other trips. Such funding must now come from parent 
booster groups or other outside sources. 

According to Business Manager James Coon, the 
$78,458 amount will provide funding to continue the 
sports program as it currently exists on the varsity, 
junior varsity, and junior high levels. He added in an 
estimated $3,500 in revenue to this account because 
the football game with rival West Springfield will be on 
the home Agawam High field this fall. 

The approved figure represents a $7,582 increase 
over last year's total primarily due to increases in 
coaches' salaries under the new contract with the 

Aqawam Education Association. 

***** 

In related accounts, $2,840 was appropriated for 
cheerleaders at all three levels and $2,500 for in¬ 
tramural sports programs within the three secondary 
schools. 

According to Coon, the cheerleading account, 
though cut by $1,300 over the requested total, reflects 
an increase of $1,181 over last year. In explaining the 
recommended increase, he told the board that ad¬ 
ministrators feel parents of these girls had been asked 
to assume undue portions of this funding in years past. 

Coon noted that $1,150 of the amount covers 
salaries for a cheerleading coach and one assistant at

The resolution was encouraged by a state group and 
supported by several local officials which noted 
Agawam's agricultural acreage has decreased from 
7,500 acres 30 years ago to 2,500 acres today. 

While all councilors concurred with the intent of the 
resolution, it was tabled at the March 7th meeting as 
Councilors Jack Shaughnessy and Thon.as Coppola 
were concerned the language of the resolution might 
hinder Route 57. 

Shaughnessy amended the resolution to ensure it 
would have no adverse effect on the project. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba and several coun¬ 
cilors also advised the v council to pass another 
separate resolution to show state officials unified sup¬ 
port from elected officials for the continuation of

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WestMass Donates Council Again Puts 
Artifacts From Bowles Sewer Assessments 
To Historical Comm. On The Shelf 


A ceremony was held March 18 by the Town of 
Agawam and the Westmass Area Development Cor¬ 
poration marking a milestone in development of pro¬ 
gress of the Agawam Industrial Park and preservation 
of architectural artifacts from the site. The 320 acre in¬ 
dustrial park being developed by Westmass w.l 
generate up to 4,000 jobs and $1.2 mil ion in annual 
real estate tax revenue at the site of the former Bowles 
Airport. 

Kenneth C. Tichacek, Westmass Vice President, an¬ 
nounced that preliminary site clearance has been com 
pleted, and provided a general update on the Industrial 
Park development. Prior to demolishing structures 
formerly used by the abandoned Bowles Airport and 
racetrack, Westmass sought to identify any items or ar¬ 
tifacts which would be worthy momentos of those ac¬ 
tivities. They were assisted by the Agawam and State 
Historic Commissions and the Town of Agawam. As a 
result of this effort, five stone lintels with an airplane 
motif in relief were saved from the demolished airport. 

Mrs. Richard B. Curry, Chairman of the Agawam 
Historic Commission, explained that lintels are 
decorative stones used to support door openings, and 
described the significance of the Bowles lintels. 
Westmass' Tichacek announced donation of them to 
the Town and said, "Westmass is pleased to have sav¬ 
ed a reminder of Agawam's past, and intends to be a 
very important part of Agawam's future." 

Accepting the donation for the Town were Town 
Agawam Edward A. Cabb and Town Councilor Daniel 
J. Lacienski, who took an active interest in preserving 
the lintels. Caba indicated the Town would temporarily 
hold the lintels for safekeeping and that Mrs. Curry had 
begun efforts to find permanent locations for their 
preservation and display. Mrs. Curry has already con¬ 
tacted several potential recipients, including local 
museums, societies, and the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D C.

The betterment assessments affecting 401 
homeowners in the Feeding Hills Phase sewer pro¬ 
ject, as well as homeowners under Phase III, remain in 
limbo after two years of debate. 

Councilors behind the tabling motion. Darnel La¬ 
cienski and Walter T. Kerr of Precinct 2, are awaiting 
clarification whether the town has ever had a sewer 
betterment ordinance, a statement made by pro¬ 
assessment and administration officials. 

The two councilors say they have found previous 
legislation which may make sewer entrance tees i 

"After all we've been told, I'm. surprised to find there 
never has been a special benefit sewer ordinance 
assessment," said Kerr. "If there is one, I want to see 
it." 

Kerr went on to say he found an ordinance from; 
1981 "which deletes the sewer entrance fee from, our 
town code. I think it's imiportant to address this issue 
before we approve anything that could resu.t in this 
town unfoundedly billing for services.' 

The $1,000 assessment was to have brought a total 
charge of $1,500 in town fees for bringing new sewers 
up to a homeowner's property line 

Several councilors and Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba have argued for assessments, saying it s the only 
way to finance sewering of the town and that no 
assessment charge would put too great a burden on the 
budget. 

In favor of tabling the assessments were Councilors 
Kerr, Lacienski, Peter Mazza, Mario DeLucchi, Jack 
Shaughnessy, Stephen Cincotta, Thomas Coppola, and 
Council President Donald M. Rheault.

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School Committee 
Salaries Go To Ballot

Payment of salaries for the School Committee are ex¬ 
pected to be determined by the electorate in this 
November's municipal elections following the first of 
three readings approved by Town Council in an 11-3 
vote Monday night. 

The council will have to pass two further readings of 
the state law allowing compensation to school commit¬ 
tee members before the ordinance is accepted and 
before the matter will be turned over for referendum. 

The salary issue was brought to the forefront of coun¬ 
cil debate by several committee members late last year 
when the council was considering a pay raise of its own. 

While the council's salary raises were defeated, 
salaries to put school board members on equal footing 
with the council should be before the electorate this fall. 

As the referendum presently stands, citizens will be 
asked to approve a $500 salary for six committee 
members and a $750 salary for the board's chairman. 

The council voted to put the matter up for referendum 
following arguments by Councilor Walter Kerr. 

"I've received many comments from my constituents 
on these salaries and find opinions equally split," Kerr 
said. "I believe the only way to be certain of the public's 
wishes is to put the matter to referendum for the public 
to decide." 

Kerr further said, "This item should be put before the 
people since these positions have never been funded 
before." 

The only councilors to vote against all amended 
forms of the motion were Andrew Gallano and Benjamin 
Lockhart.

the high school and for one coach at the junior high 
level. The remainder of the funding is for uniforms, let¬ 
ters, supplies, and tournament fees to be divided at the 
discretion of the varsity coach. 

This account passed 4-2-1 with Raymond Saracino 
abstaining. 

The intramural account covers salaries at $200 each 
for those staff members who coach the sports pro¬ 
grams conducted after school throughout the year. 
These programs are quite successful in providing for 
those students who do not compete on interscholastic 
teams, according to Superintendent of Schools James 
Bruno Jr. 


***** 


Severe cuts were approved for the account 
designated for acquisition of new equipment for all 
schools. The total $111,998 requested by principals 
and directors was cut to $16,165. 

Coon offered several reasons why the equipment re¬ 
quested by the principals can still supplied even 
without funding for it in the budget. He particularly 
cited the relocation of equipment from Peirce School 
once it closes in June as a major source of supplying 
other schools. 

Coon remarked that he was also recommending that 
the board cut most requests for computer-related 
equipment because the town and school committee 
will soon be discussing a joint venture on a new com¬ 
puter. 

He also noted that some funds are expected through 
a Chapter II grant and that other requests were cut in 
quantity and not entirely eliminated. However, he did

note that some requests were refused outright 

The amount requested for replacemifnt'df equipment 
was approved for $27,008, a figure which represents 
about $7,000 less than requested but about $20,000 
more than last year. 

The amount tor maintenance of present equipment 
was approved for $20,000, but Coon indicated that 
amount was "probably not enough" but they would 
have to live with it. He pointed out that current equip¬ 
ment is aging and needs repair more frequently under 
prices which have risen significantly. He said he plans 
to allocate these funds on a priority basis among all 
schools. 

***** 

Other funds tentatively approved Tuesday night in¬ 
clude salaries for advisors to certain extra-curricular 
activities such as Model Congress or National Honor 
Society; $3,740 for the high school newspaper, the Mir 
ror which covers advisor's salary and printing expenses 
which are augmented through the sale of advertising 
space; graduation expenses; and student group dues 
pins, etc. 

The budget for bands on elementary through high 
school levels was set for $6,460, which reflects cuts of 
$1,350. Coon indicated that the bulk of these dollars 
go to the high school groups and the fewest to the fifth 
grade band. 

The board also approved funds for telephone ex 
penses, the School Department's share of town-school 
insurance expenses, and for transportation, milk and 
orange juice for the summer day camp for handicap 
ped students conducted by town personnel 

They approved $16,500 to reimburse parents of 
students attending private schools for transportation 
costs at the rate of $9.50 per month.

The Great-Horned Owl 

"WHOse woods these are..." Who started lining her 
nest with feathers way back in February? WHO is 
feeding her babies now in the cold spring woods? 
WHO. indeed the Great Horned Owl 1 

The "tiger of the night" gets its nickname from the 
ear-like tufts of feathers on its head and its wide cat's 
eyes. The dark brown bird's hooting echoed 
throughout the Massachusetts woodlands all last 
month as the owls claimed their territories and their 
spouses Weeks ago they laid two or 
eggs in __ - 


' , - three round, white 

abandoned owl or hawk nests of hollow trees. 

Instead of waiting, like most birds, until all of her 
eggs were laid before setting on them, the mother owl 
began, incubating as soon as the first egg arrived. 
They hatched in the order they were laid, and, like a 
human family, her fuzzy chicks are now a variety of 
sizes. 

Mom and Pop owl share the housekeeping duties, so 
the eggs and chicks are never unguarded Imagine the 
snowdrifts the owl families were buried under in , 
February's big storms! 

Great horned owls eat any small mammals they can’ 
catch, though they seem to prefer rabbits. At two feet 
tall, they have the power to kill and carry off muskrats, 
skunks, and even cats or small dogs. 

Without the sharp teeth or rasping tongue of the real 
tiger, this predator swallows his prey mostly whole. 
Later they throw up the undigestible bones and teeth, 
wadded into a brown pellet with a felt like tangle of 
animal fur 

Owl pellets are found under nests and favored eating 
sites.-If you find a pellet in the woods, try picking it 
apart. You will be surprised by its contents. Whole 
mouse skulls, rabbit teeth, and leg bones have been 
conveniently and cleanly discarded Return to the 
same area to look for more pellets. Owls and hawks are

416 cups flour 

4 tsp. baking powder 

16 tsp. baking soda 

1 tsp. salt 

3 tbl. sugar 

16 cup raisins 

16 cup chopped nuts 

16 cup chopped prunes 

2 cups buttermilk 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. Grease and flour two 
bread pans. Mix all dry ingredients together plus 
raisins, nuts and prunes. Mix well, then add buttermilk 
and mix. Knead five minutes. Form dough into two 
parts. Cut a cross on the top of each section of dough 
after it has been placed in pan. Bake for about one 
hour After baking, rub top of bread with butter and 
sprinkle with sugar.

Strengthening Family 
Ties Through Weekly 
"Focus On Family"

To strengthen communication within the family unit, 
St. David's Episcopal Church, 522 Springfield Street, 
has been offering a film series entitled "Focus on the 
Family" which features sociologist James C. Dobson, 
Ph.D. 

According to St. David's pastor, the Rev. Leonard 
Cowan, the film series has attracted approximately six¬ 
ty people for weekly sessions. He estimates that fifty 
percent of those who attend regularly are from his 
church with the remaining fifty percent drawn from 
other areas of town. 

The films, which are shown on Wednesday evenings 
from 7:30 to 9 o'clock, are designed for adults and a 
study guide-has been prepared by Carol Bostrom to ac¬ 
company these films and assist viewers in gaining as 
much as possible from each film. 

The study guide contains many thought-provoking 
questions for each of the seven films in the series. For 
example, one questioned the amount of time fathers 
spend each day with their small children. Fathers pre¬ 
sent guessed approximately 40 minutes per day; 
however a Cornell University study of middle class 
fathers determined an average time of 37.7 seconds. 
With such statistics as these, Cowen notes there is a 
definite need to examine communications within a 
family. 

The seven-week film series began in February and 
will conclude on April 6th. The first two films were en¬ 
titled "The Strong Willed Child" and "Shaping the Will 
Without Breaking the Spirit." The next three films 
covered Christian fathering and preparing for 
adolescence. To emphasize the importance of main¬ 
taining communication during the crucial period of 
adolescence, this particular film was shown in two 
parts. 

The final film, "What Wives Wish Their Husbands 
Knew About Women," will be shown in two parts on 
March 30th and April 6th. It is open to the public and 
all are encouarged to attend. 

This particular film series has been viewed by 
thousands of people throughout the country and is 
always in great demand, according to Cowan. Dr. 
James Dobson, who is the featured speaker in the 
films, is an exceptionally effective speaker and has ap¬ 
peared on many television programs. He has devoted 
his life to promotinq the interests of the family by using 
sound Biblical and psychological principles. 

Dobson and his wife live in California with their two 
children. He . is an associate clinical professo- of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern California 
School of Medicine and is a licensed psychologist in 
the State of California. He is also the author of several 
best-selling books including Dare To Discipline, which 
sold over a million copies.

Fire occurs when a burnable substance (the fuel) 
becomes hot enough that its molecules begin to com¬ 
bine with oxygen in the air. This chemical reaction 

releases the heat, light and toxic by-products we THE NEW PUMPER

Without air, heat and fuel, you haven't got a fire. It Peter Lockhart, Alb< 
you have got a fire, by removing any one of these three 
factors you can put it out. For example, carbon dioxide 
fire extinguishers fire a very cold blast - they work by 
cooling the fire, as well as by cutting it off from its air 
supply. Fire fighters will use a mist-like spray to fill a 
room with water droplets. Converting the water to 
steam saps a considerable amount of heat; and upon 
conversion, the steam expands enough to drive away 
all the air, quenching the flames. 

The fire-wise homeowner knows that if heat, fuel and 
air are not allowed to get together, fire won't start - and 
■that's the key to fire prevention. You can't do away 
with air; lack of air prevents fires but it also tends to 
prevent human life. But you can do plenty to keep heat 
and fuel apart. 

Fuel, of course, means anything that will burn: 
cleaning fluids, upholstery; draperies, bedding, the 
family dog - just about everything. Some things make 
better fuels than others; gasoline is such a good fuel 
that you should never store it in the house. 

The basic idea of all fire prevention is to keep fuel 
away from heat. So don't store burnables and cleaning 
fluids near your furnace, water heater, or oven. Make 
sure furniture and draperies don't get too close to 
heating ducts and radiators. Don't smoke while using 
flammable liquids. Don't let cooking greases and oils 
get too hot. 

Separating fuel from air is the reason why you ex¬ 
tinguish a grease fire on your stove by putting the lid 
on the pan - it cuts off the air. And it's why, if condi¬ 
tions permit, you should close all the windows and

Burglary Prevention 

Burglary accounts for about one fourth of all crimes 
in the United States. One burglary attempt takes place 
every ten seconds. And, on average, $475 worth of 
goods is taken from each burglarized home. Of course, 
these are only statistics. There is no way to tell whether 
or when your home will be burglarized, and how great 
your loss might be. 

However, you can greatly reduce your chances of 
becoming a burglary victim by taking some sensible, 
inexpensive precautions. You see, most burglars are 
opportunistic amateurs who thrive on those of us who 
make it easy for them to enter, steal and escape. 
Anyone who, instead, makes it difficult for the burglar 
is likely to be left alone. Here are some thinas vou can 
do to eliminate easy burglary opportunity at your 

house. ,, . .. . I, 

* Install lights at all entry points to eliminate dark 

areas in which burglars can work unnoticed. 

* Trim trees.and bushes so your doors and windows 
can be observed by neighbors and police patrols. 

* Equip your doors with one-inch-throw deadbolt 
locks. 

* Lock your doors whenever you leave the house - 
even if you will only be gone a few minutes. 

* Lock your windows with key-operated auxiliary 
locks. You can also, and less expensively, "pin" your 
windows shut by drilling through the sash into the 
frame and inserting nails in the holes. 

* Patio doors should be secured with a strip of wood 
placed in the bottom track (to prevent sliding) and 
screws placed in the top track (to prevent the door from 
being lifted out). 

* Use large, visible house numbers so that police 
can quickly locate your house in an emergency. 

* If you are going on vacation, make sure your home 
has a lived-in look. Buy several electric timers to turn 
lights and a radio on and off in your home, following 
the same pattern as you would if you were at home. 

Stop all newspapers, mail and milk deliveries so 
they don't pile up on your doorstep and tip off burglars 
to your absence. In the summer, if you are going on an 
extended vacation, ask a neighbor to mow your lawn, 
and in the winter, ask your neighbor to shovel your 
walk in case of snowfall. 

* Be a good neighbor in return. Watch your 
neighbor's house for any suspicious activity. If 
suspicious activity occurs, call the police. If your 
neighbor is home, be sure to call him also. 

* Don't keep excess cash and jewelry or other gold 
and silver items around your home. These items belong 
in a safe deposit box. 

* Ask your local law enforcement department about 
Operation Identification. They will provide you with an 
identifying number to engrave on all valuables that 
you do keep at home, making them easier to trace in 
cose they are stolen. Place stickers on your window, 
alerting potential thieves that you participate in Opera¬ 
tion Identification. This may serve as a deterrent.

Because our name includes "Youth Services" people 
are sometimes surprised to hear that we provide a 
range of services to adults as well as youth.

During the past 
year we served individuals who ranged from 5 to 81 
years of age. 

Often adults come to us because they are concerned 
about a problem with a child, but many others come 
for marital counseling, help in coping with a recent 
loss or separation, substance abuse counseling or a 
variety of other reasons. 

Sometimes family members come to us for help in 
coping with another family member's behavior. Many 
types of physical or emotional illnesses cause recurring 
problems not only for those afflicted but for those 
around them as well. People often find that they are 
able to make decisions or develop ways of coping that 
make their own lives easier while helping those around 
them too. 

From time to time we offer therapy and support 
groups for adults. Past groups have focused on in¬ 
terpersonal relations and single parenting. These

With the economy the way it has been for the last 
several years, the term recession has been on people s 
minds; so it is no wonder that patients are concerned 
with receding gums and what can be done for this con¬ 
dition. As for the causes, well you've already opened 
up a can of worms (which is alright if you're fishing but 
not as good in a car or home). Receding gums can be 
caused by at least 1 10 different factors or any com¬ 
bination of these. The most common are neglect, im¬ 
proper care (improper toothbrushing and flossing 
which allows plaque and calculus to accumulate), 
crooked teeth and bad bite (malocclusion and trauma), 
and poor nutrition. 

Receding gums or gingival recession as it is known 
to its friends exposes the tooth's root surface and oc¬ 
curs when the margin of the gum shifts below the nor¬ 
mal gum line. Because the exposed root is covered by 
cementum instead of enamel, the possibility of 
developing a cavity is increased. When the root is ex¬ 
posed, the tooth becomes more sensitive making pro¬ 
per toothbrushing more unlikely which only com¬ 
pounds the problem by causing more recession and 
possibly even a cavity. Depending on the individual 
mouth, the receding gums can even affect personal ap¬ 
pearance. 

Treatment for receding gums is determined by which 
teeth are involved, the patient's age, condition of the 
mouth, effect on appearance, presence of root sen¬ 
sitivity, or caries. , 

For sensitivity, there are a number of toothpastes 
that are designed specifically for the treatment of sen¬ 
sitive teeth (not to be used as your regular toothpaste 
but in addition to it). If this is only moderately suc¬ 
cessful, your dentist or hygienist can apply other 
chemicals to treat your sensitivity. The most important 
part of the treatment is to identify the cause and to 
treat the cause. The elimination of the cause still often 
leaves the patient with the recession. As already 
discussed, if sensitivity is the problem, desensitizers 
can be applied; but often besides the recession, there is 
also a wearing away of the tooth structure which may 
require a filling to bring the root back to proper shape 
and function and to decrease the sensitivity. If caries 
(decay) is present then the tooth must be filled, and 
soon, because the root is thin and the nerve can 
become exposed and infected quickly.

If you were unable to deduct your itemized deduc¬ 
tions, then you may still be able to deduct part of your 
contributions on line 34(b) Enter 25% of the first $100 
you contributed; the maximum deduction is $25. On 
line 36, enter your number of exemptions times $1,000. 
Line 37 is your taxable income Your tax on line 38, if 
your taxable income on line 37 is $50,000, or less will 
come from the tax table. If your income was over 
$50,000, you will use tax rate schedule X, Y, or Z to 
determine your tax. If your income has been increasing 
each year, consider computing your tax on Schedule G, 
for income averaging. Basically it will give you a lower 
tax than the tables or tax rate schedules, if you qualify 
to use it. 

Various credits against the tax can be taken on line 
41 through 48, most of which require the attachment of 
a form. The two more commonly used credits are the 
credit for political contributions on line 44, and the 
residential energy credit on line 47 Other taxes are 
listed on lines 51 through 57 and usually require the 
addition of forms to support the calculations The most 
common is the self-employment tax computed on the 
Schedule C taxable income. 

Line 59 is your total tax. Lines 60 through 66 is for 
the payments already made against your tax. The more 
common are tax withheld from wages and pensions on 
line 60 and estimated tax payments on line 61. The 
total payments are listed on line 67. If you have a 
balance due on your return, because line 59 is higher 
than line 67, it will be entered on line 71. If line 71 is 
more than 20% of line 59, then you have underpaid 
your tax and may be in a penalty situation. If so you 
should complete form 2210 to determine if you meet 
the exceptions for the penalty, or calculate the penalty 
that you owe. 

If line 67 is higher than line 59, you have overpaid 
your taxes, and you will enter the amount on line 68 If 
you file estimated taxes then you may wish to apply a 
part or all of your overpayment to your 1983 taxes; 
enter the amount you wish to apply to your estimates 
on line 70 Any portion of the overpayment not entered 
on line 70 should be entered on line 69. THIS IS YOUR

THE 

PULPIT

This Sunday, the Christian church will begin the 
celebration of Holy Week. We will travel with Jesus 
from the "Hosannah" of Palm Sunday through the "It 
is finished" of Good Friday to the "He is risen" of 
Easter Sunday. This Sunday, the state of 
Massachusetts will end the centuries-old Blue Laws. 
We will move from having the ancient enforcement of 
the Sunday Sabbath through the contemporary prohibi¬ 
tion of certain types of Sunday commercialism to the 
modern freedom to buy and sell openly on Sunday. It 
seems ironic that this new end comes as we mark the 
old beginnings. 

We, in the Church, are not concerned for our "losing 
business" to the marketplace. The days are gone when 
the Church relied on society or "good manners" to 
compel people to worship God. People come to church 
today because, by and large, they desire to draw closer 
to Him and feel drawn by Him to join in fellowship with 
others on His Day. Those whose hearts have been 
transformed by Him, who worship Him in spirit and in 
truth, will not likely choose to serve mannon rather 
than God simply because the Blue Laws hove been 
lifted. 

However, we in the Church need to think seriously 
about our response to this new situation. The following 
concerns should be considered by those professing to 
love the Lord: 

Remember the Sabbath Day and keep it holy. To those 
Christians who decide to take a shopping trip this Sun¬ 
day (after church?), a comparison of the trip with the 
goals of a holy Sabbath should be kept in mind Can I 
honesty keep the Lord before me on this day as I jostle 
for position with other shoppers, or, as I calculate the 
best deol? To those Christians who are subtly "com¬ 
pelled' to work on Sundays, a recognition of your 
rights as Christians should be kept in mind. Your 
employer has absolutely no right to make you work on 
Sunday, if you feel i* immoral to do so on spiritual 


grounds, if you agree with God that you should honor 
the Sabbath. The laws against discrimination work 
with you, in this regard, even though the Blue -Laws 
have been dropped. 

2. Remember the Sabbath Day as a day of rest. A 
quick check of your own pulse rate and a quick look at 
our downtown streets will tell how rushed and hurried 
we become. Stress-related illnesses and afflictions ac¬ 
count for much of our medical bills. God knows we 
need a day to slow down, to enjoy His creation and re¬ 
creation. Will Sunday now become an excuse to rush 
around once more, leaving more time to rush during 
the week, or will we indeed find Sunday an opportunity 
to "rest in the Lord?" 

3. Remember the Sabbath Day as a day for people. ' 
Perhaps the biggest concern about Sunday shopping is 
that it means yet another day when we have excuses 
for not spending time in face-to-face interaction with 
others. Recent studies of middle-class fathers indicate 
that time spent in meaningful contact with each of 
their children averaged out to 37.7 seconds per day. 
Business, homework, and even excessive church in¬ 
volvement sap the time needed to be refreshed by con¬ 
versation and relaxation with others, time especially 
critical in younger families. Sunday is at least an op¬ 
portunity to settle down with others, to share our love 
and our concerns with them. Will we allow Sunday to 
become yet another opportunity to "cop out" on our 
families, friends, and neighbors, or will we love our 
neighbors as ourselves by giving them the best gift we 
have: ourselves? 

Remember the Sabbath Day as a day for love. In His 
day, Jesus encountered many religious people who 
denied their responsibility to care for their neighbor. 
The Parable of the Good Samaritan cuts to the heart of 
the matter, identifying the religious as those who most 
often ask the question of the murderer, Cain, "Am I my 
brother's keeper?" In this final regard, Christians must 
ask whether their participation in Sunday "business" - 
whether it be shopping or children's atheltics - doesn't 
make it more necessary for our brothers and sisters in 
Christ to do so, as clerks, coaches, or consumers. 
Wouldn't it be more loving to make a witness for wor¬ 
ship and rest, and to encourage one another to "keep 
Holy the Sabbath Day?" 

God doesn't priotize His Commandments, and yet 
why it is that this one of the ten ranks lowest on our 
scale of obedience? Just because it is now "legal" to 
dishonor the Sabbath doesn't mean that it is now 
"right." _ 


Employment Program Taking Applications 


Applications for the 1983 Summer Youth Employ¬ 
ment Program are now available in the guidance of¬ 
fices at Agawam High and Agawam Junior High 
Schools. 

Students between the ages of 14 and 21 may qualify 
for participation in the program if they meet certain 
criteria for eligibility. If a student's family is on welfare 
or if a student is a state ward, he/she might qualify. 
The basis for eligibility is parents' income. If a parent 
has been unemployed for a long period of time, his/her 
child might qualify for the summer program. 

The work program begins in July and lasts for eight 
(8) weeks. Enrollees are paid the minimum wage, the 


14- and 15-year-old enrollees work only fifteen hours 
per week, whereas the 16-21-year-old enrollees work 25 
hours per week. 

After the application has been filled out completely 
and accurately, it should be returned to the location 
from which it was given. A few weeks later, those 
students' applications that appear to be eligible will be 
given appointments at their school in order to verify in¬ 
formation supplied in the application. 

Because the slot allocation is not large, it is impor¬ 
tant that applications are returned as soon as possible 
so that chances for a job are increased.

Legal

Lowering interest rates and preferred financing ar¬ 
rangements offered by automobile corporations have 
prompted a great number of people to purchase new 
cars. If history is an indicator, unfortunately, many of 
these people may end-up with the so-called "Monday 
morning" lemon. Although a complete discussion of 
the legal implications involved in commercial transac¬ 
tions of this nature defy a column of this length, some 
particularly effective means of redress warrant con¬ 
sideration. 

Upon the purchase of an automobile, usually some 
form of "guarantee" is offered by dealers. These are 
commonly referred to as "express warranties." Addi¬ 
tionally, certain "implied" warranties arise by opera¬ 
tion of law regardless of the seller's disclaimers. 
Perhaps the most important of these warranties is the 
implied warranty of merchantability. Essentially, this 
warranty means that the automobile "must remain in 
good running condition for a reasonable period of 
time." 

Another warranty that arises is the warranty of 
fitness for a particular purpose. This warranty com¬ 
monly applies in situations where the buyer has relied 
upon the knowledge and expertise of the dealer in 
choosing a product for his particular needs. 

Also, dealers must comply with certain minimum 
standards. If the automobile fails to pass inspection 
within 7 days after purchase, the buyer may have the 
right to a full refund if the cost of repairs exceeds 10% 
of the purchase price. However, the consumer must 
notify the dealer of the failure within 10 days from the 
date of purchase. 

The failure of a seller to honor those warranties 
which have been extended to the buyer may constitute 
a breach of contract. More importantly, though, it may 
also constitute a violation of the Consumer Protection 
Act. If a seller has failed to honor his warranties and 
settlement negotiations have been unsuccessful, the 
consumer may be well advised to consider this Act. As 
mentioned in a prior column, the Consumer Protection 
Act enables the consumer to recover up to three times 
his actual damages plus costs and attorney's fees. 
However, in most cases, it is advisable to notify '*>e 
seller of any defects as soon as possible. 

Finally, the Attorney General's Consumer Protection 
Division will attempt to mediate disputes upon receipt 
of a complaint. Complaints should be submitted upon 
forms which may be obtained from: Department of the 
Attorney General, Consumer Protection Division, One 
Ashburton Place, Boston, MA 02108. 

Most of the above discussion regarding new cars will 
also apply to the sale of used cars. Additionally, the 
above mentioned rights are not exhaustive. Profes¬ 
sional advice is recommended for answers to personal 
or individual questions or circumstances.

The firm's specialized expertise has become known not 
only in the United States, but also in Switzerland, Italy, 
Spain, Japan, and other countries where rides and 
facilities are manufactured. 

The Riverside Coaster will surpass the Coney Island 
replica at Astroworld in Houston, Texas, as the 
longest, highest and fastest of all Cyclones. The River¬ 
side Cyclone is the major part of a $2.5 million addi¬ 
tion to be completed by Memorial Day, 1983. The new 
structure will tower 95 feet above the ground, require 
nearly 1 million board of lumber, and reach speeds up 
to 60 m.p.h.

Motorists and pedestrians were greeted this 
past Monday morning with dump trucks, 
steam shovels, ditches, and detours at the in¬ 
tersection of Walnut Street Extension and Spr¬ 
ingfield Street. 

This "mess" is just the beginning of a pro¬ 
ject that will hopefully be completed by next 
September. But the current inconvenience for 
shoppers in Agawam's largest retail district 
will lead to easier access to and from mer¬ 
chants in that highly congested area and will 
also lend itself to a safer situation. 

Plans for the project include a clearer 
definition of several parking areas on Walnut 
Street Extension, the addition of sidewalks, 
treebelts, and more intersection im¬ 
provements at the traffic island at Romah Cir¬ 
cle and at the Agawam-West Springfield 
Bridge. 

Walnut Street Ext. merchants are more than 
excited about this project, to say the least. 
Traffic congestion and the delapidated condi¬ 
tions that now exist, along with poor parking, 
have the merchants disheartened at times 
about their area of business. 

Now, with this project, these same mer¬ 
chants are buzzing about the possibilities of 
creating a more cohesive unit of retailers who 
are working together as would a group of 
shopping moil retailers. 

There has even been talk of merchants in¬ 
dividually paving parking lots and beautify¬ 
ing storefronts to coincide with this project. 

The plans and explanations of the project 
provided by the Department of Public Works 
have concluded ten long years of attaining 
this Urban Systems Grant and filtering 
through the sometimes unbearable federal 
and state bureaucracies. 

At the very least, shoppers will find this 
area far more attractive and that means bet¬ 
ter business for a diversified group of retailers 
who deserve better that what they've received 
over the years. 

Therefore, if a policeman detours your car 
over the next few months or you find yourself 
locked in a traffic jam because of this, be far¬ 
sighted enough to envision the future and 
what good it holds for both the customer and 
retailer in this very important section of 
Agawam.

Important Judiciary BiSSs 

Two important bills which seek to protect young 
girls and women victimized by rape were heard before 
the Judiciary Committee this week. 

One out of every four women in America will be sex¬ 
ually abused in her lifetime. FBI statistics show that 
rape is the fastest growing and least reported violent 
crime, as only 10% of rape incidents are ever reported. 
In Massachusetts, 1,516 were reported in 1980 which 
indicates over 15,000 rapes actually occurred that 
year. This was a 9.5% increase from the previous year. 

In 1977, Massachusetts passed "The Rape Shield 
Law" which was designed to protect rape victims by 
prohibiting the admissability of victim's sexual history 
as evidenced in rape cases. This law has spared many 
victims from unnecessary embarassment and humilia¬ 
tion. The new bill, SI027, assures the protection of sex¬ 
ual assault victims by expanding the "Rape Shield 
Law" to include the crimes of indecent assault and bat¬ 
tery on an adult, indecent assault and battery on a 
minor, and unlawful sexual intercourse with a feeble 
minded person.

While introducing his budget to the House members women 
Governor Dukakis also outlined his priorities that he 
believes will address the most important issues facing 
us statewide.

For six Agawam High School juniors, PACmen are 
raken much more seriously than the popular video 
game implies. 

These six students were Agawam's representatives 
at American International College's 43rd annual 
Model Congress held at that Springfield campus last 
weekend. 

Bill Landry and Cliff Belden made the actual presen¬ 
tation of Agawam's bill, which focused on limiting the 
amount of money political action committees (PAC's) 
can donate to individual candidates. Their bill sought 
to eliminate multi-candidate PAC's and to limit the 
amount a PAC can donate to any individual candidate 
on the federal congressional level to $1,500. 

"We feel that these committees are actually buying 
votes and taking influence away from individual 
voters," explains Bill Landry, who noted that he and 
the others became concerned with this issue after 
reading an article in an October issue of Time 
magazine. 

While Bill and Cliff were presenting Agawam's bill in 
the Judiciary Committee of the Model Congress House 
of Representatives, Debbie Marai and Tom Cruz were 
sitting as voting delegates on the Interior Committee of 
the House. Their duties included listening and 
evaluating bills presented by other schools in order to 
vote intelligently. 

Frank Bowrys and Elizabeth Doran attended as 
observers, but used their time wisely in circulating 
among delegates from other schools, both to explain 
Agawam's bill and to hear more details on bills from 
other schools. 

***** 

The local students - all first-timers at the Congress 
except for Landry - proudly declare that their bill was 
recommended unanimously out of committee. "No one 
even spoke against it in committee," Cliff points out. 

However, they had a little more difficulty following 
their three-minute presentation on the floor of the full 
House. Five amendments were proposed to be added, 
but all were defeated through clever rebuttal 
arguments from Bill and Cliff. 

"The kids were really very good in their presentation, 
but the key to their success in getting the bill passed 
was that they were especially well prepared to defend 
their material," says John Ferranti, AHS social studies 
teacher who serves as Model Congress advisor. 

Ferranti continue s, "I truly feel as if they taught the 
o*her students as well as the faculty from AIC a lot 
about political action committees, a relatively new and 
growing phenomenon. They knew their facts cold and 
argued extremely well off-the-cuff." 

The Agawam bill, which the students had research¬ 
ed and prepared since October, passed 34 to 17 with 5 
abstentions. 

They are also proud to point out that the keynote 
speaker for the convention, U.S. Congressman Samuel 
Gejdenson from Connecticut, actually mentioned the 
"growing problem" of PAC's in his speech at the start 
of the gathering. "He hadn't even seen our bill, but ex¬ 
pressed a similar point of view as we later presented,"

Frank Bowrys comments, adding that he later spoke to 
Rep. Gejdenson informally and that the official ex¬ 
pressed strong support for Agawam's bill.

Ferranti indicates that he is particularly proud of 
Agawam's representatives each year as they compete 
against some schools which have huge Model Con¬ 
gress clubs that meet throughout the year and often at¬ 
tend three or four congresses annually. 

"Agawam can only afford to send six represen¬ 
tatives to nearby AIC as our funding comes from the 
Student Activity Account," Ferranti explains, adding 
that some schools have so many students who wish to 
participate that they must hold tryouts for thei- 
delegates. 

Those six students who did attend this year feel the\ 
benefited tremendously from the experience. They cit( 


gaining firsthand knowledge of how legislation, get! 
passed and the inner workings of United States govern 
ment as outstanding lessons learned from their atter 
dance. They also point out that they establishes 
"political allies" for next year when they all hope <■ 
return and made many new friends while learnirv.

The strong feelings the Agawam students have fm 
their bill have not ended with the close of the congress 
They still plan to push their bill by encouraging 
Representative Silvio Conte of Massachusetts and Rep 
Gejdenson to actually introduce such legislation in the 
U.S. House. 

"This is definitely a problem we feel should actually be 
addressed for real," Bill Landry concludes.

Vermont's Goal Is Defined 

We all have been guilty of criticizing the Vermont 
Fish and Game Department for the decrease in the deer 
herd. Many of us did not hunt Vermont this year, and 
quite a few did not visit their camps or land during the 
hunting season. The herd is down, "but by design." 
Following is the management strategy of the Vermont 
Fish and Game Department. 

The goal of the department is to balance the Ver¬ 
mont deer herd with the carrying capacity of the winter 
range while managing harvests at optimal sustained 
levels. 

The specific objectives are: (1) increase winter sur¬ 
vival of deer; (2) improve the physical condition of the 
deer herd as measured by increased reproductive rates, 
body weights, and antler development by 1988; (3) 
achieve an annual sustained deer harvest of 
15,000-20,000 animals by 1990. 

Management strategy is in three phases. Phase 1 - A 
maximum number of antlerless permits will be required 
during the early years of the program to reduce the 
deer population to the carrying capacity of the winter 
range. Phase 2 - Upon achieving a deer population 
level in balance with the available winter habitat, the 
number of antlerless hunting permits issued annually 
will be adjusted to maintain the deer population at the 
balance or slightly below. During this phase the deer 
herded will' be intentionally maintained at relatively 
low levels for a period of five to ten years until the 
winter range recovers from its current overbrowsed 
conditions. Phase 3 - With the improvement of the 
herd, the permits will be moderated and the 
1 5,000-20,000 annual harvest will be gradually achiev¬ 
ed.
